Since the United States has in- 
augurated her 1949-52 president, it 
should be stated where Mr. Truman 
thinks the tax money should go.

In the world in which we now live, it is be- 
coming increasingly important to understand 
what is being said and written. The penalty we 
must pay for the failure to think honestly and 
clearly is a staggering one — we can no longer 
afford to be negligent. 

We do not know what tasks we may be called 
on to perform, but whatever they are, a knowl- 
edge of words will be valuable to us.

We are the stronghold 
of the "free" systems and it is up to 
us to protect others who "would be 
free". 

Often under the barrage of propa- 
ganda we make excuses for our free 
economy and political liberty, saying 
that it is reactionary and doomed to 
early collapse. Such is indeed a ter- 
rifying sentiment. Perhaps America 
needs to be revitalized, reinitiated in 
the ideals of freedom; for to success- 
fully fight communism we must 
be merely anti-communistic but in- 
tensely for a set of cherished values. 
We've got to believe in what we stand 



for — sincerely, religiously. It is no 

Russia will never be satisfied with 

nothing short of the end itself; and 
that is the whole world completely 
communistic. Something to think 

about isn't it? 

Because of the Atlantic Pact and 
the slap in the face to Russia that 
Norway's membership caused: Drew 
Pearson predicted last Sunday 
that this week there would be a se- 
ries of meetings of the men in the 
Kremlin to decide upon diplomacy or 
war. Of course Pearson can be 
wrong; just the same at any time it is 
no happy thought. 

Some people want a preventive war 
now — but that seems the height of 
moral degradation. War has never 
accomplished more than very little and 
when we realize that (although we 
now have bombs so powerful that only 
five will knock out New York), the 
next war will be fought probably by 
biological warfare — germs, in lay- 
man's terms — it seems hardly the 
course to follow. The biological war- 

if you want to go into it. It's extreme- 
using germs to kill off 
the enemy population leaving the ma- 
chines and cities intact — a lovely 
plumb for the aggressor. Well, to 
put.it bluntly it all resolves into a 
pretty sorry mess. 

So do we support Europe, support 
a "free" front in the world, and ac- 
cept the responsibility that is right- 
fully ours? In 1917 we doubted Len- 
in — can we doubt the Russ 
now? As Barbara Ward, the brilliant 
English economist so aptly put it: 
"The Western world must either be- 
lieve in its own principles and its own 
destiny or succumb to the greater 
faith". ^

Romantic Period In 
English Literature 

Dr. Edward Mims of Vanderbilt 
spoke to the English literature stu- 
dents in Agora Club house Thursdey. 

As an introduction Dr. Mims em- 
English literature. He brought out 
the fact that the literature of a peo- 
ple expresses the life of those people 
and that ideas applicable to the pres- 
lay be found in literature. 
Dr. Mirks brought out that the 
existence of ^corruption, emphasis on 
social life, materialism, utilitarian- 
ism, and self-satisfaction among the 
English people prior to the romantic 
period was the maii^ reason for its

had just about lost its soul. The 
pendulum had to swing." 

The romantic movement startedj 
Dr. Mims said, with the publication 
of "Lyrical Ballads." In discussing 
the early poetry of the period, he 
noted that Coleridge's "Kubla Kahn" 
is the finest poem for suggestion in 
the English language. 

Dr. Mims divided the character- 
istics of the Romantic Period into five 
groups. The first -ot these was "the 
discovery and interpretation of na- 
ture" in which he gave examples from 
the different poets of the period. 
Then he discussed the trend toward 
older literature under the groups 
of "discovery of the middle ages" and 
"discovery of the ol 
ture." The other two topics were 
"the new sense of freedom and de- 
mocracy" and "reawakening of the

Mr. Ralph Fleming, field worker 
for the United World Federalist 
movement, and a student of Duke 
University, spoke before the Ward-

rium. Mr. Fleming, a Navy veteran 
advanced his talk in behalf of those 
who served in the last war for the 
purpose of world peace. 

The United Nations is not able 
to prevent the growing gap between 

found the question as being, "Can the 
U. S. remain more heavily, effectively 
armed ?" Mr. Fleming mentioned the 
impossibility of defense against any 
Weapons used in the next war, and 
stated that any decentralization of in- 
dustry would lower living standards. 

The United World Federalists are 
investigating, reported Mr. Fleming, 
the needs and deficiencies of the U. N. 
Their investigations have proven that 
effective authority is lacking, along 
with the need for powers of taxation, 
regulating atomic energy, and the nec- 
essary legislative, executive and judi- 
cial powers springing from a revised 
charter. This order has served com- 
munities, the United States and other 
law bodies effectively. It should be 
that way in such a large organization. 
"It seems clear" he maintained, "that 
peace cannot be kept when gigantic 
bombers, ships and atomic bombs are 
being built." It adds up to the in- 
evitable conclusion that the peoples are 
needing to think on a larger scale, of 
peace on world terms through a 
World Federation. The U.W.F. is 
the only movement that offers a more

A number of interesting things have 
come out in the wash since last week : 
one thing my exposure to the United 
World Federalist movement, second, 
Churchill's speech. And although I'm 
not yet completely sold on the former, 
I might say that England's Ex-Prime 
Minister has my staunch support. In 
all my encounters with statesmen dur- 
ing the centuries that I've roamed the 
earth, I've found too few that he 
doesn't come mighty close to equaling. 
As for Churchill's speech on Thursday 
last, the idea that hit the headlines 
was "were it not that America had 
the atom bomb all of Europe would 
now be communistic and London 
would at this moment be under bom- 
bardment." That in itself has great 
possibilities for expansion — in all its 
horror — but there are other definitely 
interesting points. 

For instance the conviction that 
Mr. Churchill had in the importance 
of the humanities over and above sci- 

sincere belief that technical knowl- 
edge can never outweigh history and 
philosophy walking together — and for 
such a statement to be made before 
a group at 
technological studies is quite gratify- 
ing. Too often in our age of machin- 
ery we do overlook, not only litera- 
ture, art, etc., but culture itself. 

We feel many times that the polit- 
ical world over looks entirely the spir- 
itual, and that religion isn't often of 
much importance in power politics. 
But, when a man of Mr. Churchill's 
staure calls for the making of God 
our first interest, and the importance 
of conforming our standards not en- 
tirely to space and time, we may relax 
one bit. 

Another point was that although air 
power has made the world physically 
smaller to the mind it is intensely 
bigger. And so it is necessary to dis- 



— somehow. Man is the victim of po- 
litical whirlpools and tornados, but 
the homo sapiens is a tough bird- 
capable of mounting to the sublime. 
We must not lose faith yet. 

But with the impending fear of 
biological warfare we sometimes won- 
der just how much faith we can rea- 
sonably hold. This brings up another 
idea which Mr. Churchill brought out

permanent peace, and world leaders 
have pleaded for it. It would be ad- 
visable to ask Russia to join on a com- 
mon understanding of the tactics used 
in a third world war, he stated. Con- 
ditions in Russia today make for un- 
certainty in a change of leadership. It 
becomes imperative in Mr. Fleming's 
mind that we as citizens should utilize 
our freedoms in making knowledge of 
our backing such a movement known 
to the voting world, since it is we who 
will fight the next world war. It is 
our duty to push this movement to ef- 
rective administration in the United 
States. Mr. Fleming left the audience . 
with this thought, "It is our genera- 
tion who must make the choice. The 
movement is not a panacea, rather an 
aid to avoding war. It is this genera- 
tion's responsibility to those coming 
after us to effect peace now."

The 
Christfans have not been denied free- 
dom of religion and the religious cer- 
emonies have been allowed to con- 
tinue.

Many feel that the very existence 
of the world depends upon this type 
of government — 



Tom Paine said: "An Army of 
principles will penetrate where an 
army of soldiers cannot; neither the 
ocean, the Channel, nor the Rhine can 
arrest its progress; it will march on 
the horizon of the world and it will 
conquer." 

Our beliefs if they are to defeat 
the religion of communism must be 
just such an army of principles. 
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I had intended to begin this week 
with a short paragraph on the enjoy- 
ment one can get from walking into 
Nashville or out to Belle Meade to a 
movie.

But 
what he really dislikes is that the 
dominant feature of our mental and 
spiritual life is the overwhelming 
flood of cultural sewage that is 
manufactured especially for those of 
other "brow" than himself. However, 
he isn't wholly uncritical of his fel-

— but intensely interesting. 

Now for a few concrete examples: 
take entertainment; the high-brow 

per) the theater, the middle-brow 
(lower), likes musical extravaganza 
films, and the low-brow prefers west- 
ern movies. For reading the high- 
brow likes criticism of criticism, the 
upper middle-brow prefers solid non- 
fiction, the middle (lower) brow, 
mass circulation magazines, and the 
low-brow, comic books. As for games 
the low-brow takes craps, the lower 
middle, bridge, the upper middle, 
charades, and the high-brow a little 
game called "go" — something I never 
heard of. As for records we range 
from Bach and before, Iver and 
after; to the juke box.

Sr-Mids Discuss 
Many Influences 
At Ward-Belmont 

"Religion pervades every activity 
on campus, not as an entity in itself 
— a thing apart, but as a vital com- 
ponent blended into the activity for 
perfect balance."

Sensible Solution 

The following timely editorial was taken from 
the literary magazine, "The Prelude," at Hunting- 
don College, Montgomery, Alabama. 

"Never in all history has a people been faced 
with such a responsibility and such an opportun- 
ity as the present generation in the United 
States." Perhaps this statement has become al- 
most trite; but trite or not, this responsibility 
must be faced and dealt with quickly. The ulti- 
mate issue of survival for mankind is in the hands 
of the youth of the world. We, the youth, h 
asked many, many times: "What can we do?" 
Certainly the answer is NOT continuation of the 
apathy present in the world today; this apathy 
is probably the reaction to what are felt to 
inadequate proposals for world peace. Many 
people are saying, "Don't rock the boat." 

President Truman said on October 8, 1 945, 
"We can't ever have another war unless it is totaJ 
war, and that means the end of our civilization 
as we, know it. We are not going to do that." 
Then what ARE we going to do? It is evident that 
we must tackle the whole problem at once. That 
is exactly what the United World Federalists are 
proposing. They wish to transform the United 
Nations into a World Federal Government. Of 
course there are many obstacles to reaching this 
world community, such as lack of world patriot- 
ism, difference in race, language, tradition, ideol- 
ogy, etc., and an unwillingness to use the re- 
sources of the world to establish a world order. 
But the atomic bomb makes it imperative that 
nations of the world get along. Too often man- 
kind relies upon war as an alternative. A preven- 
tive war is not the way out, say the World Fed- 
eralists; you may believe differently. It falls to 
mankind now to make a morai decision. 

Although the U.N. is merely a league of sov- 
ereign states and is inadequate to its task, the 
United World Federalists do not advocate de- 
stroying it; rather they advocate it by agreement 
of nations. You say, "What about Russia?" But 
we SHOULD say, "What about the United 
States?" America has not shown any willingness 
as yet to give up her sovereignty. Upholders of 

that national sover 




eignty is the disease from which the world suf- 
fers. When we make up our minds that w e Amer- 
icans want world government we must be firm 
but patient in seeking Soviet agreement. How 
can we fairly assume that Russia will refuse to 
participate in a world government before she has 
had any opportunity to accept such a proposal? 

United World Federalists are NOT ideaJists; 
they are taking a long range view of the problem. 
The idealistic approach would be to continue to 
place one's faith in multi-lateral treaties which 
have never worked and are not working now. 
Thus the World Federalists are the reaJists, since 
they place their faith in an international law which 
nations would obey. Albert Einstein maintains, 
"If — world government is not established by 
agreement — it will come anyway in a much more 
dangerous form." 

What powers must a world government have? 
As an absolute minimum it must have the power 
under law to: I) prohibit the use or threat of 
force in the settlement of international disputes; 

2) control atomic energy and other scientific de- 
velopments easily diverted to mass destruction; 

3) regulate and limit the arms and forces of mem- 
ber-nations to levels required for infernal polic- 
ing; and 4) raise revenue under a limited but di- 
rect taxing power independent of national taxa- 
tion. The new government must have a truly rep- 
resentative legislature, an effective executive, an 
adequate police force, a systm of world courts, 
and a bill of rights. 

Though world government may not be a mir- 
acle medicine, it would make possible the diag- 
nosis of member-nations' ills and provide a cure 
through enforced law. 

You ask, "How can it work?" We say to you 
it must not fail.

How about the Atlantic Pact? 

About this pact which seems at the 
moment to have raised uproars of sorts 
around the world, it seems to have its 



beginnings back in \\ 
man Doctrine ( another one of the 
Deals, the Fair to be exact). It's 
theory %as that of aid to Greece and 
Turkey and marked probably the first 
discernable move away from isolation- 
alism. The Marshall Plan later in 
the year was definitely a step in the 
right direction — for Europe, perhaps 
not the American taxpayer. The Mar- 
shall Plan and the European Recovery 
Plan to which it gave birth have been 
under way now for two years and the 
facts supporting its success are numer- 
ous. However there is still a long 
way to go. The original plans were 
to last until 1952 but it is already 
doubted if aid can decrease very great- 
ly even then. 

The first real forerunner of the 
Atlantic Pact was the Rio Pact, or 
rather that one between the Ameri- 
can Countries, this hemisphere. It was 
very much in keeping with the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, however 
in that it said each nation was pledged 
to come to the aid of any other at- 
tacked, and also involved military sup- 
port, economic, etc. 

In June of 1948 the Vandenburg 
Resolution was passed in the Senate, 
a step toward internationalism never 
before equalled in our history. It pro- 
vided for the development of regional 
agreements for self help and mutual 
aid; the category into which the At- 
lantic Pact will fall. 

Our direct forerunner to be sure 
was the Benelux (Belgium, Nether- 
lands, Luxembourg) Pact which both 
Britain and France have joined. It 
is essentially a Western Union (and 
they're thinking about a capital for 

is for mutual defense and self help; 
culturally and economically. Already 
trade barriers have been lowered to 



some extent. 

This leads us to the question of the 
times, the Atlantic Pact. So far it is 
rather of an enlargement of the West- 
ern Union powers, with the United 
States, Norway, Greenland, Den- 
mark, etc., joining. Its purpose is 
much the same as that of the Benelux 
Pact but its repercussions have been 
somewhat more pronounced. 

Immediately after the Pact was 
made public Russia sent back a coun- 
ter blow, and the U. N. was electri- 
fied. Russia accused the pact of being 
non-regional (as it must be to keep 
within the U. N.) and also the prod- 
uct of aggressive imperialist countries. 
These have both been substantially 
denied, and the State Department's 
reasons seem excellent. It has been 
set up in the hope primarily of main- 
taining the peace; to the effect that 
if a strong Europe fronts Russia, a 

she will think twice before making 
>any military aggression. (Could it on- 
ly be that she would think twice be- 
fore making ideological aggression 
too!) The main point of the Pact 
seems to be that of assuring Russia 

world stand united against her? Or 
does it? One wonders just exactly 
what the Pact does mean. Perhaps 
also does the Senate who will be rat- 
ifying or not ratifying it during the 
summer months.

Peg 9 s Prattle 

A recently published article in one of the pop- 
ular current magazines has aroused much feeling 
on this college campus as well as many others, 
no doubt! 

The magazine's policy, in itself, seemed to be 
one of neutrality. However, this very fact seems 
to have led to the publishing of an article full of 
extreme viewpoints and senseless comparisons. 

Few could and will resist comment. Thus we 
are "editorializing" the subject of coed schools 
vs. women's colleges. Since educators have not 
reached a decision as to which offers what and 
why it's best, we in no way are attempting to 
solve the problem. We'd simply like to point out 
the fact that not all women's colleges produce 
"aggressive young amazons." 

We all resent deeply the mistaken idea that 
some seem to have formed about our education. 
Some accuse women's colleges as being merely 
a place for young girls to become young ladies. 
Then they run to the other extreme and say a 
school just for girls is all work and no play. 

It was stated that a coed's life is centered 
around classes, domes and boys. Of course what 
one gets out of college is completely up to the 
individual. But we'll wager that the three cate- 
gories — classes, cloth.es and boys — are in all 
probability not equally emphasized when there 
are obvious diversions around. That however is 
not what we want to argue. The point is that in 
a girl's school we somehow feel that we can 
learn to put our emphasis on the right things and 
still learn the art of getting along with the op- 
posite sex. 

Perhaps what aroused the frowns on so many 
feminine brows was the fact that the article 
seemed only concerned with "who has the most 
fun?" To quote the magazine, "the girls depend 
on each other for fun." This word "depend" is, 
to put it mildly, revolting. When the word de- 
pend is used immediately to our mind arises the 
thought that "they" seem to think we have no 
other alternative. 

Sports in a girl's school form an integral part 
of building up a girl's character. In wholesome 
activity do we learn the awarding and fruitful art 
of co-operation which will <5arry over into all 
phases of future life. 

Another statement that landed wrong, so to 
speak, was the subject of the way one dressed 
at coed schools in contrast to the way one dresses 
at women's colleges.

United Nations 



University, spoke before the Ward- 
Belmont assembly Monday on "The 
United Nations." Introduced by 
Miss Hay of the Economics Depart- 
ment, Dr. Parks presented an in- 
formative study of the U.N. 

He began the talk by sketching the 
history of the organization from its 
early places of birth in the Big Three, 
Terran, and Yalta Conferences, and 
the drafting of its charter at the San 

As discussed ' by Dr. Parks, the 
United Nations has been in operation 
fours years. During that time it has 
reflected the general state of the 
world and the rivalry for power be- 
tween Russia and the- United States 
over the settlement of the war in 
Europe. "Many people," stated Dr. 
Parks, "think the U.N. failed be- 
cause disputes still remain unsettled." 
However the organization is not de- 
signed only to settle international 
disputes, but to conduct relations be- 
tween countries. The reason it has 
not operated as it might be desired 
is not attributed to its lack of or- 
ganization but to the behavior of its 
members. The General Assembly has 
been a pulpit for propaganda of both 
Russia - and the United States; this 
has led to unflattering publicity for 

Dr. Parks went on to say further 
that the Security Council has not

lived up to its previous expectations. 
The Unity of the Big Three has 
been symbolized by the veto power. 
The American people are inclined 
to believe that Russia's frequent use 
of this power is the reason for the 
failure; but this did not prevent 
peace. Eleven times Russia has ap- 
plied the veto to the admission of 
nations, such as Spain, Greece, and 
Outer-Mongolia, to the U.N.; the 
U. S. has used veto for the same pur- 
pose. In other instances vetoes have 
been used in matters concerning 
Y ranee, Albania, the Baltic Qustion 
and Korea. Despite the veto hinder- 
ing the power of the U.N., it has 
functioned on these problems to the 
best of its ability. 

The greatest trouble in the U.N. 
is created by the power struggle be- 
tween Russia and the United States. 

Dr. Parks concluded his talk b> 
stating that there was still hope for 
future peace by the U.N., basing his 
statement on two reasons: first, that 
the United States and Russia have 
discovered world power does not rest 
with them alone. Great Britain, 
France, India and China are becom- 
ing world powers. Second, the people 
of the United States are rejecting the 

paign speeches that the U.S. alone can 
ace. 

"True freedom," said Dr. Parks, 
"is the recognition of necessity, and 
that necessity is realization that man- 
kind is one." That is the hope of 
the United Nations.

Topic Outlined At 
Religious Service 

Rabbi Sylvan D. Swartzman of 
the Vine Street Temple was the guest 
speaker at the regular weekly devo- 
tional service last Wednesday. To be- 
gin his talk, Rabbi Swartzman told 
a story which ended with the words, 
"Don't you know me? I'm your 
brother." These sentences formed his 
topic for the morning. During the 
course of his address, the Rabbi em- 
phasized the modern practice of evad- 
ing the truth in this statement by 
twisting the real meanings of religion, 
democracy and science. Brotherhood 
among men has become a vital neces- 
sity, he said, now that the world has 
become so small that its fartherest 
points are a scant thirty-six hours 
apart. Knowledge of the cultures, lan- 
guages, and viewpoints of the other 
citizens of the world has become a 
challenge for all peace loving Amer- 
icans, the Rabbi stated. 

The speaker suggested three ways 
in which we, as citizens of both our 
nation and the world, may fulfill the 
responsibility placed upon our genera- 
tion. First, it is our duty to rid our- 
selves of petty stereotypes and preju- 
dices in order to get along with other 
people of the world. Secondly, we 
must come to know what America 
really is. Rabbi Schwartzman's inter- 
pretation of the latter premise is that 
our nation is one of differences. The 
value of such a society, he said, is 
similar to the beauty of a full sym- 
phony as opposed to a group made up

by local problems and difficulties were 
discussed and solutions offered.

in Germany, the arresting of the 
United States Council General in 
China, and mistakes made in Asia 
by our own country are reasons for 
the ever-growing possibility of war. 

Our Atlantic Pact, entered into 

1, France, 
Belgium, Netherlands and Luxem- 
burg, will mean that the United 
States will be called upon to fight if 
any of these countries are attacked. 

Ann proceeded to discuss the arma- 
ment program and the atom bomb. 
The Atomic Energy Commission is 
the proposed controler of the regula- 
tion, ownership, and inspection of the 
mines, and enforcer of penalties for 
any vialtions. Russia and the United 
States are in disagreement about the 
atomic bomb. Russia feels that if pun- 
Council she could cancel any penalty 
she would 'incur by the use of her 
ever important veto power. 

In conclusion she stated that if 
the United Nations were strong 
enough and effective enough it would 
put an end to the interruptions and 
the conflict in world peace. 

Lillian Cornelius concluded the 
program by presenting an analysis of 
the present situation in the world and 
broke this situation down into the 
basic causes for a future war. 

She stated that mutual distrust be- 
tween the U. S. and Russia is a 
great factor in the discord of our 
present day world.

The outlook for the em- 
ployment and progress of women is 
more favorable in these fields than 
in any other, and women should con 
sider this fact before decidin, 
nitely upon a career. 

Once the choice of a scientific field 
has been made, stated Dr. J 
the problem becomes primarily one 
of preparation. A college should be 
chosen with careful consideration of 
the work it offers in the particular 
science 

work in science would do well to 
take courses that will make them 
proficient in research and technical 
library work. Languages such as 
French, German, Spanish, and Rus- 
sian are desirable. 

Dr. Johnson stated that in order 
to proVe successful in a particular 
field of science, a woman must first 
prove that she is an exception to 
the supposition that women are not
